Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 38-46 (renumbered 1-9) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 38-46 
(renumbered 1-9)are allowed because a comprehensive search of prior art failed to 
teach, either alone or in combination, a multicarrier transmitting apparatus comprising a 
dividing section that divides transmit data into high-quality transmit data requiring good 
quality and ordinary transmit data other than said high-quality transmit data; a subcarrier 
allocation section that rearranges said high-quality transmit data and said ordinary 
transmit data such that said high-quality transmit data is allocated to subcarriers in a 
vicinity of a center frequency in a predetermined frequency domain and said ordinary 
transmit data is allocated to subcarriers in a vicinity of both ends in the predetermined 
frequency domain, and that varies in accordance with channel quality a range of 
subcarriers to which said high-quality transmit data is allocated and a range of 
subcarriers to which said ordinary transmit data is allocated; and an orthogonal 
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frequency division section that performs orthogonal frequency division multiplexing of 
said high-quality transmit data and said ordinary transmit data rearranged by said 
subcarrier allocating section, as the applicant has claimed.
